Dogs  In  Warfare. 

’The  use  of  dog^  in  warfare  is  no 
new  thing.  As  lofig  ago  as  1476  the 
battle  of  Grandsqn  was  fought  and 
won  largely  by  fighting  dogs.  The 
Spaniards  employed  them  extensively 
in  their  brutal  wbrlt  in  South  Ameri¬ 
ca.  Vasco  Nunep  took  a  regiment  of 
dogs  with  him,  and  in  pne  combat 
alone  they  are  reported  to  have  stran¬ 
gled  more  than  fcwQ  thousand  Indians. 
Pizairo,  assuredly  one  of  the  most 
ruthless  warriors  vrlio  ever  led  a  Span 
ish  army  of  the  grikn  old  tyj>e,  natur¬ 
ally  did  not  neglec^  such  potent  aid, 
and  his  dogs  didlmuch  to  win  the  bat 
tie  of  Caxamalca.  $o  valiantly,  indeed, 
did  they  comjxirt  themselves,  that  it 
was  ordered  from  Madrid  that  hence¬ 
forward,  the  regiment  of  dogB  should 
receive  regular  phyj  on  the  same  foot¬ 
ing  as  the  human  soldiers.  History 
’does  not  say  who  pocketed  the  money. 
Even  the  “  chivalrous  ”  Henry  VII 
joined  a  contingent  of  four  hundred 
fighting  dogs  to  the  army  he  sent  to 
aid  Charles  V.  in  his  wars  with  Fran¬ 
cis  I.  The  nations  of  antiquity,  of 
course,  set  the  example  in  this  as  in 
so  many  other  things.

There  will  be 
four  eclijiscs,  two  of  the  sun  and  two 
of  the  m«>*m.  One,  February  8th,  vis 
ible  as  u  partial  eclipse  in  the  United 
States.  Tli]u  other$  that  occur,  as  fol 
lows,  are  not  visible  in  the  United 
States:  The  annnal  eclipse  of  tlie  sun, 
February  23 ;  August  19,  of  the  sun. 


.  — Prosperous  farming  requires 
knowledge,  tact  at  managing  men,  skill 
in  laying  out  work,  incessant  industry, 
very  close  calculations,  good  judgmeut 
in  buying,  and  a  good  gajsicity  for 
selling.
